Her steering gear 
had gone wrong and the vessel was 
almost helpless when she was sighted 
off Kill Devil Hill this morning by 
the patrolmen of the coast guard,

Georgia industrial concerns in the 
year 1927. supporting 154,168 wage 
earners who received in total wages 
the sum of $108,118,193, according to 
a census of esa ma gf in the state 
announced today by the United States 
department of commerce. 

The department's report revealed 
that these Georgia manufacturing 
‘establishments used raw  wmaterials 
valned at $560,°61,684. It thus was 
indicated that the gross profit from 
industrial enterprise in the state was 
$269,655,976 for the year named. 

Fulton county. of Course, ran far 
ahead of all others in the state both 
in the number of operating establish- 
iments and the value of products man- 
| ufactured. It was shown that,.the 
county embracing Atlanta, with 480 
manufacturing concerns employing 
| 21.759 wage earners who were paid

That, anyway, Earl Peacox was a 
bit crazy to begin with. 

And that Peacox, when he grabbed 
hold of Dolly’s slim throat that night 
in the littl Mount Vernon apart- 
ment, was not trying te kill his wife; 
h was just trying to stop her scream- 
ing, because he knew “dog-gone well 
that the neighbors would raise hell 
and squawk to the janitor next morn- 
ing.” 

Mother on Stand. 

But the grip Earl had on Dolly’s 
throat squeezed the life from her, and 
he took her body out to Ardsley road, 
where, under a blossoming apple tree, 
he burned it. 

The state rested its case after Dis- 
trict Attorney Coyne had read a long, 
detailed -confession, made by Peacox 
in his presence. 

Mrs. Adelaide Heinzelman, mother 
of the dead girl, resumed the stand 
when court opened this morning. She 
was questioned at length by. Syme re- 
garding her knowledge of Dolly's af- 
fairs with other men in New York 
city. 
Syme called as his first witness 
the district attorney. The defense at- 
torney asked the district attorney 
about a request he (Syme) had made 
to see Frances Newman, state witness 
who was held in jail, last summer. 
Coyne wouldn't answer the questions 
and the court upheld -him. 

Syme~started his insanity defense 
right off by calling John Peacock, 
uncle of the defendant, who explained 
that Earl’s name really is Peacox but 
that Earl's father had it changed. Pea- 
cock told about two members of the 
Peacock family having been inmates 
of insane asylums. 


Confession Is Read. 


Several character witnesses who tes- 
tified that Peacox always was an up- 
standing, moral and honest young 
man, were called by the defense before 
court adjourned, 

The stenographic report of the con- 
fession was read in full, relating the 
defendant's version of the slaving and 
reiterating his contention that the kill-

Shouse has come forward with an 
open statement designed to lay at rest 
all rumors and reports as to Gover- 
nor Smith’s plans for 1932. He is 
authority for the statement that the 
former Empire State executive stands 
squarely on the declaration made 
shortly after the November elections, 


that he (Smith) will not be a eandi- 


date “for any public office’ again.

Full military honors as weil as Ma- 
sonic honors were paid today in final | 
tribute to former Governor Nat E. 
Harris, whose funeral took place at) 
4 o'clock this afternoon at Mulberry | 
Street Methodist church. The church 
was filled to capacity by men and 
women who are prominent in-the af- 
fairs of the state. 

The ehurch service WAS 
short tribute being paid 
R. Jenkins, pastor. 

“He whose body lies before us and 
whose spirit has gone home to his God | 
has been a brave man.” said Dr. Jen- | 
kins, * ‘and I have heard one who knew | 
him for 25 yearr say that he never 
heard one unkind, barsh word fall 
from his lips. He was a man of in- 
tense conv! ction and a man of utmost | 
devotion.” 

The altar and choir loft were hidden 
in banks of flowers. A huge cross of 
roses, dahlias, carnations and emacs 
flowers, sent by Georgia School of 
Technology. which he founded, was | 
the decorative focal point. Four flazs 
ef the Confederacy. for which Gover- 
nor Harris fought for four years dur- 
ing he War Between the States, were 
draped from the organ pipes and the 
altar. 

The choir was completely hidden by 
red and white flowers. The choir sang 
“There Is Rest for the Weary’ as the 
casket, draped with a Confederate flag 
and surmounted by bouquets of lihes, 
was carried to the altar. 

War Veterans. 

Directly behind the casket were the 
veterans of the War Between the 
States and following these were mem- 
bers of the American Legion and mem- 
hers of the Bar association and noted 
visitors. and members of the former 
governor's family. 

The 121st Infantry band, headed by 
a police cordon, led the way from 
the church to Rose Hill cemetery. 

Friends assembled about the terraces 
surrounding the grave where also was 
n national guard company commanded 
hy Captain DPD. C. Harris. Macon 
Lodge No. 5 F. & A. M. had charge of 
the burial service.

Poverty 


In Africa. 

At least 1,600,000 white people in 
the union of South Africa are living 
below the poverty line. In the towns 
poverty among the whites does not 
obtrude itself, but in the barren back- 
veld a great mass of the population 
is eking about a pitiful existence. The 
| problem of white poverty in a coun- 


‘try where the black man outnumbers 
‘the white by nearly seven to one, 
is one of the most serious which face 
‘the South African government, 
the British United Press, in a mes- 
sage from Cape Town. Revelations 
of the life’ of the poorest class of 
“whites have been made by Dr. Mal- 
herbe, who has served as a member 
of the research committee to the Brit- 
‘ish association. He has collected hun- 
dreds of biographies, and has examined 
‘about 5,000 children in 50 schools. 
'In one of the schools not one child, 
even in the highest classes, could 
find South Africa on the map. He 
gave many instances of the almost 
incredible ignorance which prevails in 
many of the schools outside the big 
South African towns. Most of the 
poor whites are Dutch-speakigg and 
none of them has received any educa- 
tion beyond form six in the veld 
i'schools.

Common senSe, observ- 
ing a universe functioning in obedience to intricate laws, assumes the 
existence of a power Sufficient to create and control it. 

Thus far there is nothing to doubt. As the fact of a building is proof 
of builders, so the fact of a-universe is proof cf a creator. Loige concedes 
the existence of a ¢reative power in’ the beginning. | 

And since motion is proof Of motive power ‘and the umiyerse con- 
tinucsgin motion, common sense assumes the continued existence o! 
the power that created. Shut off the power and the motor stops. Logic 
asks no further proof that the Creator still reigns. 

Thus the doubter, by the simple exercise of common sense, converts 
himself to unquestioning belief in the power mén call God. 

He can understand little more. One of the wisest of philosophers 

said that a lifetime is not sufficient to unravel the mystery of a blade of 
rass. 
’ But he can perceive and comprehend the harmony of God’s laws, and 
accept the assurance of common sense that all things grow, mature and 
die to be useful in another form. And reason will ask no further proot 
of his own destiny. 

He can observe, also, that obedience to law promotes development, 
while violation results in deformity, suffering and destruction. Thus he 
discovers the reasonable way of life, and common sense assures him 
that he will fare well as one unit of a well-ordered universe if he places 
himself in harmony with it.

Stockholders in sugar producing 
companies may-look torward to rather 
discouraging results in the annual re-

Most sugar companies close their 
books September 30, and the state- 
ments are usually published early in 
November. 

There has been continuous increase 
in the world’s production of sugar, 
cane and beet. The causes leading to 
the abnormal stimulation of output 
are varied,

The result of all this increased out-

'A comparison of the average price of 
Cuban raws in the first half of this
